Certain it is, thut the Govern-
ment at present gets very inefficient serviee for
the price paid in this branch, and fow officers in
the employ of Government get more for the
small work done,

The Circuit and District Couris are simply
constitutionn] excrescences, and were there some
mode of lopping them off, or reducing the sula-
ries to mere nominal sums, the public service
would not saffer.

Passing on to Public Improvements, it is im-
politic to suggest the abandonment or even
reduction of the amount ordinarily called for in
this branch of public service. Our public im-
provements constitute the capital stock of the
Ringdom ; if these are rourished, inereased and
rendered more the ecredit of the
nation is raised, and the usefulness and service
of the Gouvernment augmented. On the other
hand, if all iwprovements are stopped—our
roads, bridges, wharves and harbors left to
wreek and ruin—the name of the Government, as

well as the public convenience, service and rev-

serviceable,

enue, suffer.

Just at this time there are two important
public necessities—one is a Goverxsext Buinp-
ixg for the public offices, and the other is a
Parace. We place the Government Building
first, as iv is the one most needed.  The occupan-
'¢y of the rockery where the offices are now
loeated, is a disgrace to the nation. And so long
as it continues to be thus located in premises
which every rain floods, and the Government
econtinucs to pay some fourteen or fifteen hundred
dollars for accommodations wbLich could not
command three hundred from any other source,
s long will the publie eredit continue to wane.
We would not encourage extravaganee or show,
but when a clear necessity exists for new and
commodious quarters, we must urge it. We
called on the last legislature to vote an appro-
priation, but the ministerinl interest in the
present premises outweighed our voice, and the
consequence is that after every rain, we hear of
the rats and vermin infesting the rooms, the
public records dumaged with wet, and the
employees down with fevers or standing in
deadly fear of consumption ; while the public
records are all exposed to utter annihilation from
fire at any moment. We respectfully urge this
matter on the Legislature and call for an appro-
priation of §25,000 to 30,000, to be devoted o
the speedy erection of a Government Buoilding,

A Pacace for the Royal family is needed,
and if any mode can be devised by which it can
he erccted during the coming biennial term,
the necessary funds should be voted. 1t becomes
every nation to seck the personal comfort of its
sovereign and hiz faumily, and to provide [or
them a residence suited to the dignity of their
position, that they may command the respect
due to them as rulers. The bare fuct that His
Masrsty has signified his wish that an appropri-
ation be voted for this ohject, ought to ba a
suficient reason why it should be voted at the
earliest moment practicable,

Regarding the details of reducing the salaries
uf the Government officers, there will be a diver-
sity of opinion, hut a reduction of not less than
S100,000 can readily be made, without detri-
ment to the publie service. There are many
officers and employees, whose pay does not ap-
pear in the appropriation bill, t':ll(‘.h as the
officers of the Pele, rvad sapervisors, water
waorks, ph_\'v.-.icial.n for pr.—-stiluh--, assessor and tax
officers, &e., &e., some of which are unneces-
sary, while the salaries or pay of others can be
reduced one half,

The following schedule, embracing some of
the sudaries which it is proposed to reduce, has
been placed in our hunds by one who will have
gome influence with the Legislature. We do
not coincide in all the clianges proposed. but
the reductions embraced amount to over 2100
000, and as it may be of some service to those
